THE EASTERN BANK, LIMITED 


MR. J. S. HASKELL ON THE POSITION 


The Twenty-eighth Annual General Meeting of The Eastern 
Bank, Limited, was held, on 18 March, at the office of the bank, 
2 and 3 Crosby Square, London, E.C. ead . 

Mr. J. S. Haskell, chairman of the bank, presiding, said :— 
Ladies and Gentlemen,—The past year opened with great 
promise and in the confident expectation that the activity in 
commodities and international trade, which developed in the last 
quarter of 1936, would continue to expand, but these hopes 
were destined to end in speedy disillusionment and discourage- 
ment. Values depreciated by about 40 per cent. Later in the 
year the outbreak of hostilities between China and Japan made 
the position worse and caused a heavy shrinkage in the export 
trade to the East. 


HOME AND OVERSEAS TRADE 


The home trade was not so seriously affected owing mainly 
to the large expenditure on armaments. Both our imports and 
exports have expanded, the former in much larger volume, 
making the visible balance of payments against this country 
as much as £432,000,000, which is continuing to increase this 
year—a formidable sum even taking into account the invisible 
exports. 


SITUATION IN INDIA 


India, whose trade was steadily improving, has recently had 
a most unfortunate setback caused by the fall in the prices of 
cotton and other commodities. Another disturbing feature has 
been the decline to 30 per cent. in the production of iron and 
steel in the United States of America; this gave rise to con- 
siderable apprehension that the local industry would be seriously 
affected by competition from that quarter. A drastic cut in 
finished steel by the great Tata Iron and Steel Company, made 
with a view to meeting this apprehension, precipitated a heavy 
fall in the prices of all stocks. 

The trade of India for the whole of 1937 in merchandise was : 
Total imports, £123,585,000; total exports, £157,545,000; show- 
ing a surplus of £34 million, against £45,500,000 the year before. 
Gold exports have fallen from about £24 million to £12,292,000. 
Silver imports have dropped from £9,892,000 to £4,747,000. The 
favourable balance of trade in merchandise and treasure aggre- 
gated nearly £42 million, against £60 million the year before. 
Sales of Council Bills have in consequence dropped by £10 
million during the calendar year; for several weeks during the 
later months there was an entire absence of demand and the 
Government had to fall back on their cash reserve in London to 
meet their requirements. Throughout this unsettled period, 
however, gilt-edged securities were unaffected and money re- 
mained cheap and abundant, showing the soundness of the 
economic position. India has enjoyed an excellent monsoon ; 
railway earnings are good and the Budget figures estimated for 
1938-39 again show a small surplus. With any recovery of world 
trading India will be the first to benefit. 


IRAQ’S PROSPEROUS YEAR 


Iraq has had a prosperous year. The latest Customs figures 
show a large expansion. In exports, which show an increase of 
over 30 per cent., the principal item is grain, which has nearly 
doubled in value and approximates £2 million; of this more 
than half has been taken by the United Kingdom. Imports 
into Iraq also showed an increase of over £1 million. Details 
are not yet to hand but we understand that the volume of 
Japanese competition in 1937 continued to increase. 


PROFIT AND DIVIDEND 


The result for the year, as you will have seen from the report, 
is a profit of £127,172 19s. 4d., against £131,865 13s. 10d. the 
year before. The apparent fall in the profits is more than 
accounted for by the new National Defence Contribution tax. 
We recommend a final dividend of 4s. a share, the same as last 
year, less tax at 3s. 6.64d. in the pound, transferring £50,000 to 
contingencies and carrying forward £81,191 4s. 4d., 
£7,172 19s. 4d. more than was brought in. 

Taking into consideration the difficulties in business generally, 
we have come through the past year with a result which I trust 
you will consider not unsatisfactory, and we are greatly indebted 
to the general manager, managers, and staff for this achievement. 


U.S. POSITION AND THE OUTLOOK 


As for the immediate future, it is impossible to hazard an 
opinion; apart from international politics there is the unhappy 
situation in the United States. The United States is a country 
of extremes. In the spring commodity prices were declared 
by the President to be too high and a slump was brought 
about ; lately he has taken the view that they are too low and 
must be raised, but how is that objective to be achieved ? 

Prices are regulated by supply and demand. Take the case of 
cotton : the planting and raising of a crop unprecedented in 
quantity has had the effect of depressing prices, with disastrous 
consequences all over the world. One remedy, which would no 
doubt appeal to other cotton producing countries, would be for 
America to follow Brazil’s example in regard to coffee and burn 
half the crop. Copper and oil provide further examples of 
over-production. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted. 





COMPANY, MEETING 


PINCHIN, JOHNSON AND CO., LTD., 
CONTINUED PROGRESS 
SALES AND_PROFITS EXPANSION 


The Annual General Meeting of Pinchin, Johnson and Com- 
pany, Limited, was held on March 21 at the Hotel Victoria, 
London. 

Mr. Edward Robson (the Chairman), in moving the adoption 
of the directors’ report and balance sheet for the year 1937, 
said : In submitting this report and accounts for 1937, I draw 
your attention to the figure of net profit for the year, 
£385,593 14s. 3d., which profit figure represents an increase of 
£6,230 14s. 11d. over the previous year. 

Specific reference has been made in the report to two factors 
which are directly responsible for the profits for the year not 
showing a considerably greater increase. These factors are :— 
Firstly, the totally unexpected and disastrous conflict in China, 
with destruction to property and virtual cessation of all business 
operations in the latter part of last year, and, secondly, the 
deplorable trend of economic events in France. 

I regret I should have to refer to these rather depressing 
influences, but, on the other hand, they serve, by contrast, to 
show up the intrinsically sound position of our business as a 
whole. 

In the home market and all other foreign markets where we 
are directly or indirectly interested, progress has been most 
satisfactory, and it is gratifying that a new record of sales and 
profits has been established by our Australian company. 

It was our considered opinion last year that on the increased 
capital we should have no difficulty in maintaining the same rate 
of dividend. I fully believe we should have done so but for the 
profit-affecting factors that I have mentioned. 

I have now to refer to a third factor, which does not affect 
the profit made for the year but does affect the rate of dividend 
payable, and that is the National Defence Contribution. You 
will see that we have to provide now the sum of £92,000, as 
compared with £69,500 required in the previous year. 

I do not think that at the time we had our last meeting anyone 
could have foreseen that so soon after that meeting this new 
burden of taxation would have been imposed upon us, and it 
has to be realised that this tax is really a contribution by the 
ordinary shareholders of all business concerns. 

In the last three months of 1937 there was a slowing up in the 
rate of progress of our business. However, it is with pleasure 
we can announce that during January, February and up to date 
in March, the rate of progress of our sales is again on an upward 
trend and higher than that of the corresponding period of last 

ear. 

i The report was unanimously adopted, the re-election of the 
directors and auditors followed, and the meeting terminated after 
a hearty vote of thanks to the Chairman, proposed by Mr. W. C. 
Howard.

Mr. Louis Nicholas, who presided in the absence abroad of 
the Chairman of the company, Mr. Philip E. Hill, explained the

The halls were so 
arranged that very large exhibitions could be accommodated as 
in one hall, while in the case of smaller exhibitions each of those 
buildings could be utilised as a separate unit, containing all 
necessar'y amenities, such as restaurants, etc. 


PROMOTION OF EXHIBITIONS 

He informed the meeting that the board had, after careful 
consideration, formed a company known as “ Exhibition Pro- 
moters (Olympia), Limited.’’ The company was solely owned 
by Olympia, and its management was controlled by the board. 
That company was now promoting and organising a Women’s 
Fair and Exhibition which would be held in Olympia in the 
month of November in the current year. The publicity of that 
exhibition was under the auspices of Odhams Press, Limited. 

That exhibition would be held during the period that the 
buildings were formerly occupied by the Motor Show. 

It was regretted that the directors did not see their way to 
recommend a dividend on the ordinary share capital; although 
it was quite true that the company had available undistributed 
profits carried forward of £47,997 and £50,000 standing to the 
wedit of dividend equalisation account, making a total of 
£97,997. He felt, without being unduly optimistic, taking 
everything into account, that Olympia had every chance in the 
near future of recovering its previous prosperity. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

Shipping Movement at U.K. Ports Page 411 


In 1937 the tonnage of total entrances in the 
foreign trade was 94,100,000, or 6°0 per cent. more 
than in 1936. Entrances with cargo increased by 
4°5 per cent, and those in ballast by 10-9 per cent. 
Clearances totalled 94,513,000 tons, or 5°7 per cent. 
more than in 1936. Clearances with cargo were 8-0 
per cent. greater, those in ballast showing a smaller 
proportionate increase of 16 per cent.

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Particulars of the movement of shipping at ports in 
the United Kingdom during the year 1937 are now 
yvailable, and in the following article a comparison is 
made between this movement and the corresponding 
movement in the year 1936. The tonnage figures 
throughout this article relate to tons net. 


FOREIGN TRADE 


The total of the entrances in the foreign trade at 
prts in the United Kingdom during 1937 was 
94,100,000 tons, an increase of 6:0 per cent. as com- 
pred with the total tonnage entered in 1936. 
Entrances with cargo increased by 4°5 per cent. and 
those in ballast by 10-9 per cent. The clearances with 
srgo and in ballast amounted to 94,513,000 tons, an 
increase of 5°7 per cent. on the corresponding total for 
1986. Clearances with cargo were 8:0 per cent. greater 
thn in the previous year, while there was a smaller 
proportionate increase of 1-6 per cent. in the clearances 
in ballast. 


The volume of shipping in the foreign trade at United 
Kingdom ports—taking entrances and _ clearances 
together—which had risen from 171°7 million tons in 
1985 to 178-2 million tons in 1936, showed a further 
ubstantial increase to 1886 million tons in 1937. 
Nearly three-fifths of the increase in 1937 occurred 
in the first half of the year. The following table com- 
pares the total tonnage entered or cleared in each half- 
year of 1933-37 with the average of the corresponding

The table shows that in each of the past three years 
shipping activity has increased considerably during 
the period July-December, the total tonnage entered 
ind cleared during the second half of 1987 being only 
15 per cent. below the average of the corresponding 
period of 1929-30. A feature of the table is the marked 
ierease, compared with a year earlier, shown in 
respect of both entrances and clearances, in the period 
January-June 1937; for the year as a whole the total 
Yolume of traffic in the foreign trade was only about 3 
per cent. less than the record aggregate for 1930. It 
may be noted in connection with this increase 
shipping activity that there was a small addi- 
tion to the average tonnage on the register, and 
that, as reported to the Chamber of Shipping, the 
average tonnage of British vessels laid up at ports in 
the United Kingdom was about 315,000 tons less than 
in 1936, representing between 8 and 4 per cent. of the 
tonnage of sea-trading vessels.

SHIPPING 
MOVEMENT AT UNITED KINGDOM PORTS IN 1936 AND 1937 


There was a decrease from 193,000 tons to 95,000 
tons during 1937 in the British tonnage laid up in this 
country. ‘Tonnage laid up abroad also decreased con- 
siderably last year, and there was an increase of about 
2 per cent. in the world tonnage owned, the statistics 
of most of the principal foreign maritime countries 
indicating that there was an appreciable increase in 
tonnage employed. Although definitive data are not 
available, the figures of United Kingdom imports and 
exports, after making allowance for price changes, 
suggest that tonnage space was rather more fully 
utilised in 1937 than in 1936. 


The average size of the vessels that entered and 
cleared with cargo at United Kingdom ports was in 
each case slightly less in 1937 than in 1936; on the 
other hand, vessels entered in ballast were somewhat 
larger, while the average size of those cleared in ballast 
increased by 2 per cent. As regards the total movement 
with cargo and in ballast, the average size showed little 
change from the previous year, vessels that entered 
averaging 1,265 tons in 1937 and 1,268 tons in 1936, 
while those that cleared averaged 1,268 and 1,278 tons, 
respectively, in 1937 and 1936. 


Of the total increase of 76 million tons in the 
entrances and clearances with cargo in 1937 only about 
0°4 million tons related to traffic between the United 
Kingdom and countries in the British Empire, and 
following the trend of our import and export trade this 
traffic last year represented only 24:1 per cent. of the 
total movement of vessels with cargo, as against 25°3 
per cent. in 1936. The following tables show the 
tonnage of the vessels that entered and cleared, with 
cargo and in ballast, at ports in the United Kingdom, 
from and to other countries in the years 1936 and 
1937, distinguishing (a) the areas from which the 
vessels entered or for which they cleared, and (b) the 
nationalities of the vessels :—

Proportion of Entrances with Cargo.—O? the total 
entrances at United Kingdom ports the proportion 
represented by vessels with cargo, which rose con- 
tinuously from 64-9 per cent, in 1929 to 75:9 per cent. 
in 1936, fell to 74°8 per cent. in 1937. This decrease 
was primarily due to a decline from 63-0 per cent. to 
61°6 per cent. in the proportion with cargo of the 
total tonnage entered from the four areas comprising 
countries in Europe and on the Mediterranean Sea: 
for the remaining areas as a whole the proportion was

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95-9 per cent. in both years. There were no entrances 
in ballast from the Pacific Coast of South and Centra] 
America, while the largest proportion of entrances jp 
ballast (456 per cent.) was recorded for ‘‘ Europe 
(Atlantic) and Western Mediterranean Countries.” 

Entrances by Areas.—Entrances with cargo from 
‘‘ Northern Europe (Foreign),’’ for which a tonnage 
increase of over 5 per cent. was recorded, represented 
291 per cent. of the total entrances with cargo last 
year as against 288 per cent. in 1936. From “* North 
America—Atlantic Coast ’’ the tonnage was greater 
by about 6 per cent. and the proportion increased 
slightly from 186 to 188 per cent., while entrances 
with cargo from ‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western 
Mediterranean Countries,’’ which increased by 7 per 
cent., represented 13°1 per cent. of the total in 1937, 
as compared with 12°8 per cent. in 1936. From no 
other area did the tonnage entered with cargo much 
exceed 6 per cent. in either year. The largest increase 
between 1936 and 1937 was 13°5 per cent. in the 
tonnage that entered with cargo from ‘‘ East Africa, 
Persian Gulf, India,’’ which may be associated with 
larger shipments of refined petroleum from Iran. 
There was, on the other hand, a decline of 17:0 per 
cent. in the entrances with cargo from the Pacific 
Coast of North America. Slightly more than half the 
tonnage that entered with cargo in 1936 and 1937 was 
from countries in Europe or on the Mediterranean Sea, 
and about one-quarter related to voyages to this 
country from other parts of the British Empire. In 
the latter trade 89°6 per cent. of the tonnage in 1936 
and 88:4 per cent. in 1937 was British, but in the trade 
from foreign countries there was a slight recovery 
from 45:0 to 45:1 per cent. in the share held by British 
ships. 

Proportion of Clearances with Cargo.—About 650 
per cent. in 1937 and 63°5 per cent. in 1936 of the 
tonnage cleared from ports in the United Kingdom 
related to vessels with cargo. The increase in the pro- 
portion of tonnage cleared with cargo affected most 
of the trading areas, the largest increase being from 
46°4 per cent. to 66°9 per cent, in the case of ‘‘ Central 
and Eastern Mediterranean Countries,’’ due to the 
resumption of our export trade with Italy. 

Clearances by Areas.—Increases were recorded in 
1937 in the clearances with cargo from United King- 
dom ports for all but two of the trading areas. Nearly 
four-fifths of the total increase, however, related to 
vessels trading with European or Mediterranean coun- 
tries, and was due largely to additional tonnage require- 
ments in connection with greater exports of coal to 
several of those countries, notably Italy, France and 
Sweden. Only two areas—‘‘ Europe (Atlantic) and 
Western Mediterranean Countries ’’ and ‘‘ Central 
and Eastern Mediterranean Countries ’’-—had in 
1937 a larger proportion than in 1936 of the total 
clearances with cargo. The largest decrease related to 
the Atlantic Coast of North America, which accounted 
in 1937 for 18°5 per cent. of the total clearances with 
cargo, as against 19-0 per cent. in 1936, although as in 
the case of entrances there was an increase of more 
than 5 per cent. in the actual tonnage cleared with 
cargo to that area. Clearances for ‘‘ Northern Europe 
(Foreign) ’’ represented 31:2 per cent. of the total in 
1936 and 30°8 per cent. in 1987. For no other indivi- 
dual area did the proportion much exceed 7 per cent. 
of the total in either year. In 1936 57-9 per cent. and 
in 1987 594 per cent. of the total tonnage that cleared 
with cargo related to voyages between the United 
Kingdom and ports in Europe or on the Mediterranean 
Sea, while 23°4 per cent. in 1937 and 24-7 per cent. in 
1936 was in respect of clearances from this country 
other parts of the British Empire. The British pro 
portion of the total clearances with cargo in the trade 
with the Empire rose from 95:2 per cent. in 1936 to 
95°5 per cent. in 1937; in the trade with foreign coun- 
tries, however, the proportion decreased from 49°0 to 
473 per cent. These proportions were in each case 
higher than those for entrances. 
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By Nationalities.—The particulars of the principal 
nationalities of the vessels, taking entrances and 
clearances together, show that the tonnage with cargo 
under all the specified flags except Danish and Spanish 
was greater in 1937 than in 1936. British tonnage, 
hich was higher than in any year since 1931, increased 
py nearly 3 million tons (40 per cent.). German ton- 
nage, Which increased by one million tons (12:3 per 
gent.), accounted for nearly one-fourth of the total 
increase shown for the principal foreign nationalities. 
Increases of about 500,000 tons were shown for both 
Dutch and Norwegian vessels and of over 400,000 tons 
for French, Swedish and Greek tonnage. ‘The last- 
mentioned increase represented a rise of nearly 80 per 
eent., while Italian tonnage was more than double 
that in 1936. The British proportion of the total net 
tonnage that entered and cleared with cargo declined 
further from 58:2 per cent. in 1936 to 57:1 per cent. 
last year. 

In regard to entrances and clearances in ballast, the 
only decreases recorded among the specified nationali- 
ties were also in Danish and Spanish tonnage. British 
tonnage was higher by over one million tons (4:2 per 
sent.) and in the case of French vessels there was an 
increase of nearly 600,000 tons (13 per cent.). The 
tonnage of Swedish, German and Norwegian vessels 
was considerably higher than a year earlier, while large 
proportionate increases were shown in Greek, Belgian 
and Italian tonnage. 


By Ports.—The following table shows the arrivals 
and departures of vessels with cargo and of all trading 
vessels at some principal ports. The statistics differ 
fom those given in the foregoing tables in that for 
entrances and clearances a vessel is only reckoned 
mce in the course of a single voyage inwards or out- 
wards, usually at its first port of arrival in or departure 
fom the United Kingdom, but for statistics of indivi- 
dual ports, arrivals and departures at each port of call 
are included in the record.

the arrivals in ballast and departures with cargo at 
South Wales ports, noticeably Cardiff, may be asso- 
ciated with greater coal exports. The chief feature of 
the table is the expansion of nearly 2 million tons 
shown in the total shipping activity in the foreign 
trade at Southampton, which in 1937 amounted to 
23°6 million tons, a record for the port. London was 
the leading port, the tonnage of arrivals and depar- 
tures together (43-0 million tons, also a record) repre- 
senting 17:4 per cent. of the total for all United King- 
dom ports in 1937, as against 18:0 per cent. in 1936. 
Liverpool was second with 11:2 per cent. in 1937 and 
11:5 per cent. in 1936, and Southampton third with 
96 and 92 per cent., respectively. 


COASTING TRADE 

The tonnage of the arrivals and departures of all 
vessels in the coasting trade in 1937 (130,598,000 tons) 
was the highest ever recorded, exceeding by 3°6 per 
cent. the corresponding total in 1936; for vessels with 
cargo only, an increase of 3:0 per cent. was recorded. 
Aggregate tonnage has risen year by year for the past 
eleven years, apart from a setback in 1930-31, and 
the increase of 3°6 per cent. in 1937 compares with 
increases of 4°4 per cent. and 1°8 per cent. in 1936 and 
1935, respectively.

Of the total tonnage that arrived and departed, 44:7 
per cent. related to vessels with cargo in 1937 and 45:0 
per cent. a year earlier. The decline in the proportion 
of vessels with cargo occurred solely in the general 
coasting trade. For vessels engaged in the traffic 
between Great Britain and Northern Ireland the pro- 
portion was higher—76:0 per cent. in 1936 and 76:4 per 
cent. in 1937—and it will be seen that the whole of 
the increase in this traffic related to vessels with cargo.

There was an expansion in coastwise traffic last year 
at most of the principal ports. Part of the total increase 
in the movement of vessels with cargo was due to a rise 
from 23°7 million tons in 1936 to 242 million tons in 
1937 in the amount of coal carried coastwise between 
ports in the United Kingdom. Nearly nine-tenths of 
this increase related to shipments to London and 
accounted for the increased arrivals with cargo at that 
port. Increased arrivals in ballast and departures 
with cargo at Cardiff may also be associated with larger 
shipments of coal coastwise. A substantial all-round 
increase was recorded at Liverpool. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 
AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1937 to February 1938 
are shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of 
the movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage.

Postal receipts last month were slightly higher (01 
per cent.) than a year earlier, the increase being the 
smallest of those recorded month by month from April 
1935. The smallness of the increase was due to the 
figure for February 1937 being unusually high, postal 
receipts in that month being 83 per cent. higher than 
a year earlier. Based on the average for 1924-34 
(except 1926) the index for February (120°8) was about 
0-7 per cent. lower than that for December (121-6), 
which was the highest recorded for any month. 
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In an article in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 
4 September 1937 (pages 434-6) particulars were given 

of the commercial traffic through the Panama Canal 
ie the year ended 30 June 1937 as compared with pre- 
yous years.

The total tonnage passing through the Canal last 
var was 4,112,000 tons (12°7 per cent.) greater than 
in 19386, and exceeded the total in 1929—the highest 
previously recorded—by 3,025,000 tons (9:0 per cent.). 
The increases compared with 1936 in the successive 
quarters of 1987 were 7, 26, 13 and 7 per cent., the 
small increase for the first quarter being due to the 
anormal traffic at the beginning of 1936 consequent 
m the Italo-Ethiopian conflict. When the effect of 
this factor is eliminated so far as possible the tonnage 
ordinary traffic is seen to have increased steadily 
fom the spring of 1936 to a maximum in April 1937; 
the expansion continued thereafter, but in the second 
half of 1987 the proportionate increases compared with 
ayear earlier declined month by month. 

The share of British shipping in the total tonnage 
wing the Canal, after declining almost continuously 
fom about 60 per cent. in 1924 and 1925 to 46:49 per 
rent. in 1936, rose slightly to 47:28 per cent. in 1987, 
ind in the last quarter the British proportion of the 
‘otal was nearly 49 per cent.

The maintenance of mail services is a factor of con- 
siderable importance in the Suez Canal traffic, and last 
year the total tonnage of mail vessels using the Canal 
was 1,600,000 tons (15 per cent.) greater than in 1936. 
More than half the increase was in respect of Italian 
vessels. 


Of the five largest users of the Canal last year, all 
but the British owed their positions to the regular 
maintenance of mail services, but among the other 
principal users only Denmark had a larger tonnage of 
mail vessels than of other vessels with cargo passing 
through the Canal. Of the non-mail vessels carrying 
cargo through the Canal just over 60 per cent. flew 
the British flag, compared with 65 per cent. in 1936— 
the corresponding proportions for Italy, the next 
largest user, were 8} and 8 per cent. respectively. Of 
vessels in ballast using the Canal last year, tanker 
tonnage showed an increase of 32 per cent., but other 
tonnage fell by 10 per cent.; in the aggregé te there was 
an increase which was shared by most of the principal 
users, Italy being a marked exception. The British 
share of the tonnage in ballast rose from just under 
one-half in 1936 to 58 per cent. in 1937. While the 
movement of mail vessels was, as usual, practically 
the same in each direction, the number of other com- 
mercial vessels with cargo was over twice as great 
from south to north as in the reverse direction last 
year. Vessels in ballast moved almost entirely from 
north to south, only 116,000 tons out of a total traffic 
in ballast of 5,610,000 tons passing from south to 
north. 


The average tonnage of vessels using the Canal in 
1937 was 5,500 tons, or slightly less than in 1936; the 
average size of mail vessels, which largely influences 
the over-all average, decreased from 7,184 to 6,891 
tons. Of countries whose share of the total traffic ex- 
ceeded 1 per cent., the only one having in 1936 an 
average tonnage considerably below the general average 
was Greece (3,833 tons)—there were no mail vessels 
through the Canal flying the Greek flag—while 
countries with a high average tonnage were France 
(6,499 tons) and the Netherlands (6,482 tons). 


The total number of passengers passing through the 
Canal last year was 698,000, compared with 782,000 
in 1936. The decrease was entirely in respect of mili- 
tary passengers on Italian ships, whose passage home- 
wards transformed the net north to south passenger 
traffic of 41,000 in 1936 to a net south to north move- 
ment of 103,000 last year. The following table shows 
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the movement of passengers in each of the last two 
years, distinguishing the direction in w hich trav elling:

No further information regarding civilian passengers 
is given in the periodical returns published by the Suez 
Canal Company, but the returns of Suez Canal traffic 
published quarterly by the Egyptian Government give 
certain particulars of the movement, though the total 
figures do not agree precisely with those given above. 
According to these returns the total number of civilian 
passengers (excluding those carried on warships or 
military transports) in 1936 was about 311,000, of 
whom 167,000 passed from north to south. Compared 
with 1935 the figure for passengers on Italian ships 
more than doubled, while for the other nationalities 
specified comparatively little change was shown. 
Corresponding information for 1937 is not yet available 
beyond the first quarter of the year. The analysis of 
the total for 1936 by the flags of the vessels on which 
the passengers were carried is shown in the following 
table :—

PANAMA CANAL 


In order to enable a broad comparison to be made of 
the variations in traffic through the Panama and Sue 
Canals, there is given below a table showing the ne 
tonnage (according to the respective systems of 
measurement) of the commercial traffic using th 
Panama and Suez Canals in 1924 and in each of th 
last five years. While, owing to the exemption limit 
for small vessels passing through the Panama Candlff' 
being raised in 1934, the figures for 1934 to 1937 ar 
not absolutely comparable with those for earlier years, 
the differences are of a negligible order—see note to 
the article on Panama Canal traffic in the ‘*‘ B.T.J.” 
of 1 October 1936, page 466. When the matter wa 
investigated some years ago it appeared that ther 
was, on the average, no substantial difference in the 
two systems of measurement.

In 1924 the commercial tonnage passing through the 
Suez Canal was approximately equal to that passing 
through the Panama Canal. The growth of the traffic 
through the Panama Canal from 1924 to 1929 was pro 
portionately less than in the case of the Suez Canal, 
while the Panama Canal traffic also suffered to 4 
greater extent than the Suez Canal traffic from the 
decline in world trade between 1929 and 1932, the 1932 
traffic through the Panama Canal being actually well 
below that in 1924. 


In 1933 and 1934 the traffic through both canals 
showed marked improvement, though the 1934 traffic 
was still about 5 per cent. below the 1929 level in both 
cases. Following this improvement, a partial decline 
took place in 1935, Suez Canal commercial traffic 
diminishing by 2°4 per cent. and Panama Canal traffic 
by 7:5 per cent., but in 1936 Panama Canal traffic 
recovered somewhat, to a point 3:4 per cent. below 
the volume of traffic in 1934, An even greater recovery 
was doubtless only prevented by the effects of the 
shipping strike on the west coast of the United States 
in the last two months of the year. In the ease of the 
Suez Canal, however, a further decline occurred, due 
to the abnormal diversion of commercial traffic to the 
Cape route, and for the first time since 1926 there was 
a difference of trend for the two canals, reducing the 
substantial disparity in favour of the Suez Canal which 
appeared in 1928. Last year, although an increase 
took place in the traffic through each Canal, that for 
the Suez Canal was by far the greater. In comparison 
with 1929, the Panama Canal traffic showed a decline 
of 6 per cent., whereas there was an increase of 5 pet 
cent. in the commercial traffic through the Suez Canal. 

Since the measurement of the tonnage of vessels 
passing through the Canals is in each case made accord- 
ing to special rules, no exact comparison of the volume 
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foi shipping using the two Canals is possible on the basis 
of figures recorded in terms of *‘ Canal measurement.”’

4 representation has been made to the Board of 
Trade under Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, 
regarding the following :— 

Oxyacetophenone. 


Section 10 (5) of the Finance Act, 1926, is as 
follows :— 

‘The Treasury may by order exempt from the duty 
imposed by Section one of the Safeguarding of Indus- 
tries Act, 1921, as amended by this Act, for such period 
as may be specified in the Order, any article in respect 
of which the Board of Trade are satisfied on a represen- 
tation made by a consumer of that article that the

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON FIREDAMP 
DETECTOR REGULATIONS 

The Secretary for Mines announces the publication of the 
Report of the Departmental Committee which he appointed 
on 24 December 1936, to enquire into the working of the 
Coal Mines General Regulations (Firedamp Detectors), 
1935, and to make recommendations. 

The Committee recommend the continuance of the exist- 
ing Regulations, subject to amendments, without time limit. 
The most interesting amendment recommended is that, in 
certain circumstances, mainly in conjunction with the use 
of electricity in safety lamp mines, a proportion of the 
detectors provided should be of an automatic type. 

Other recommendations are designed to secure better 
utilisation by the workmen of the flame safety lamp as a 
firedamp detector; and the means recommended to this end 
include the requirement of more effective training in fire- 
damp detection, and or to ensure that the detectors 
are actually taken into the working places. 

There are reservations to the Report by two members of 
the Committee dissenting from the recommendation of the 
majority in regard to compulsory provision of automatic 
detectors.

BRITISH RAILWAYS IN 1937 


A preliminary statement containing summarised particu- 
lars of the financial accounts and statistical returns of the 
railways of Great Britain for the year 1937, as compared 
with the years 1935 and 1936, has been issued by the 
Ministry of Transport. In addition to totals for Great 
Britain, the statement shows separately the figures for the 
four amalgamated companies constituted under the Railways 
Act, 1921. a. 

The gross receipts from railway working in Great Britain 
during 1937 amounted to approximately £171,400,000 and 
the expenditure to £136,100,000, leaving net receipts 
amounting to £35,300,000, as compared with £33,413,000 in 
1936 and £30,300,000 in 1935. The net revenue from all 
sources for the year was approximately £38,700,000, as com- 
pared with £36,527,000 and £33,695,000 in 1936 and 1935, 
respectively. 

The approximate number of passenger journeys (inclu- 
sive of those taken by season ticket holders) in 1937 was 
1,294,090,000, as compared with 1,257,098,218 and 
1,231,157 ,433 in 1936 and 1935, respectively, while the total 
tonnage of goods and mineral traffic conveyed in 1937 was 
approximately 297,063,000, as compared with 280,712,094 
and 270,877,672 in the two preceding years. 

The tables show also the capital expenditure and receipts 
and the principal operating statistics, and include a sum- 
marised balance sheet.

BRITISH WEST INDIES AND 
BRITISH GUIANA 


TRADE CONDITIONS AND CROP OUTLOOK 


Trade generally is quiet, as is usual at this time of year. 

In Barbados most of the sugar factories have started 
grinding, and the crop is now estimated at 107,500 tons. 
The island is enjoying a good tourist season. 

Jamaica’s banana exports for January at 1,719,132 stems 
show a decrease of 195,000 stems, as compared with the same 
month of last year. The spread of the leaf spot disease is 
causing concern in some districts. The majority of the 
Sugar factories have begun operations. Rum bookings are 
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good. The ginger crop is late, but supplies are now more 
plentiful. The tourist season is now in full swing. 


Concerning Trinidad, the following figures show the 
exports of some of the principal commodities for the eleven 
months ended November 1937 as compared with the same 
period of 1936:—Sugar, 142,746 tons, against 142,478 tons; 
cocoa, 11,062 tons, against 11,133 tons; coconuts, 4,784,165 
nuts, against 4,260,930 nuts; copra, 7,408 tons, against 
4,114 tons; mineral oil, 457,334,466 gallons, against 
391,581,801 gallons. 

As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, sugar 
grinding has started in Antigua, Cocoa prices in Grenada 
have declined. There is little offering in the nutmeg market. 
The reaping of the sugar crop has started in St. Lucia. 
Banana exports at 5,827 stems show a decline of some 500 
stems as compared with January of last year. Sea Island 
cotton to the value of £35,000 was exported from St. 
Vincent during 1937, as compared with £30,000 in 1936. 
Arrowroot exports in 1937 were valued at £90,000, as com- 
pared with £80,000 in the previous year. 


In British Guiana heavy rains have been experienced, with 
some flooding of the coast lands. Very little rice has been 
on offer, and prices have increased generally; it is expected 
that a larger area this year will be planted. Several sugar 
estates have started grinding, and the yields are considered 
good. More than 20,000 cubic feet of timber were exported 
during January of this year, as compared with 7,857 cubic 
feet in the same month of 1937. Greenheart and Wallaba 
poles in particular appear to be receiving more attention.— 
Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). 


CANADA 
APPLE SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples between 3 and 9 March:—To 
United Kingdom ports, 17,630 barrels and 9,830 boxes; to 
Hamburg, 2,530 boxes. 

Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to 22 February totalled 1,271,314 barrels, 51,405 
half-barrels and 2,387,976 boxes, as compared with 811,358 
barrels, 39,690 half-barrels and 1,811,375 boxes during the 
corresponding period in 1937.

SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade con- 
ditions in the Union of South Africa :— 


Business conditions in the Union generally show little 
change. The building and allied trades in the larger centres 
remain well employed. The value of plans passed at 
Johannesburg during February totalled £1,013,440, which is 
the highest since May last, but includes three items with a 
total value of £540,500. 


Pending the introduction of the formal Budget after the 
General Election in May next, some indication of the 
progress achieved by the Union during the year is afforded 
by an official preliminary financial review in which, owing 
chiefly to increased revenue, a surplus of £3,250,000 is ex- 
pected instead of the original forecast of £1,180,000. 

Agricu'tural conditions are unchanged, but prospects 
have improved owing to the slight rise in the values of 
wool and hides and skins. 


Gotp Output: Rartway Earnines 


The output of gold in the Transvaal in February (24 
working days) amounted to 929,531 fine ozs., with a value, 
including the premium, at 139s. 6d. per fine oz. of 
£6,483,479, compared with 922,941 fine ozs., with a value 
on the basis of 141s. 6d. per fine oz. of £6,529,808 for 
February 1937 (24 working days). The average daily out- 
put increased by 715 fine ozs. to 38,730. The number of 
natives employed increased by 11,184 to 305,298. 


Railway earnings from 6 February to 5 March amounted 
to £2.485,513, or £45,513 above the Budget estimate. Total 
earnings from 1 April 1937 to 5 March 1938 were 
£31,227,903, or about £1,690,000 above the estimate, as com- 
pared with £29,725,405 for the corresponding periud of the 
previous year. 


Maize anp Wueat 


The new season’s maize crop reports indicate an appre- 
ciable variation in the condition of the crop in different

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districts, and further difficulty in forming a reliable esti. 
mate of the yield is caused by the fact that early frosts 
would result in serious damage. Owing to the consequent 
uncertainty business is small and general market conditions 
dull. 


The latest official estimate of the wheat crop is 3,047,000 
bags, as compared with the previous estimate of 3,053,000 
bags. The Government has decided to authorise the im. 
port of flour and wheat under strict control. The quota. 
tion for wheat at Capetown is 23s. 10d. buyers. 


Woot, Hives, evo. 


Wool markets are slightly firmer as a result of general 
competition from Germany, France, Italy and Bradford. 
A few bales of stylish combings have been taken by Japan, 
There is no change to report in mohair. 


Hides are firmer owing to the improvement in local and 
oversea demand. Merino skins are about 5 per cent. dearer, 
Competition for Cape skins is keen and quotations higher, 
Angoras are firm and unchanged. Goatskins are 5 per 
cent. dearer and offerings are selling readily. 


The market for ostrich feathers is quiet. 


A slight improvement is recorded in wattle bark, but the 
position of extract is unchanged. 


The wholesale and retail soft goods trade is quiet. Con- 
ditions in the secondary industries are virtually unchanged.

DENMARK 


TRADE IN DECEMBER QUARTER AND THE 
YEAR 1937 


According to information received by the Department of 
Overseas Trade, imports and exports in the fourth quarter 
of 1937 were valued at 415:8 million kroner and 421 million 
kr. as compared with 426-4 million kr. and 343-8 million kr. 
respectively in the December quarter of 1936. Re-exports in 
these periods totalled 16-7 million kr. and 15 million kr. re- 
spectively. 


The reduction in the value of imports in the quarter under 
review is largely due to lower corn imports, which were ab- 
normally high in the last quarter of 1936, owing to the 
failure of the harvest, but there was also a falling-off in 
the value of imports of spinning materials, piece-goods and 
clothing, and of timber and iron and steel for the building 
industry. To some extent a lively activity in the shipbuild- 
ing yards offset the reduced demand resulting from stagna- 
tion in the building trade, otherwise the fall in import values 
would have been greater. Nevertheless, the recession was 
very substantial, especially having regard to the fact that 
the average import price level for the final quarter of 1937 
was approximately 10 per cent. higher than in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1936. 


A satisfactory feature of the Danish trade returns was the 
large increase in the export trade, both in volume and value, 
Not only did prices recover, but they moved definitely in 
Denmark’s favour and largely offset the unsatisfactory price 
developments in the earlier part of the year. In this con- 
nection it might be mentioned that the export price index, 
which in June fell to its lowest level of 141 (1931 = 100) 
during 1937, showed a marked recovery in the last six 
months of the year and was higher by 8 points in December 
than the import index (165 against 157). 


The increase in the value of the Danish export and 
import trade in the final quarter of 1937 as compared with 
the corresponding period of 1936, amounting to 78-9 million 
kr., was in the main the result of the higher prices which 
prevailed for agricultural products. Exports to the United 
Kingdom improved in value by 31-8 million kr. and to Ger- 
many by 20-6 million kr.

A large proportion of the increased value of the import 
trade was covered by such items as corn, principally maize, 
48 million kr.; fodder, 10-9 million kr. ; ; petrol and oils, 
17 million kr. ; oleaginous seeds, 17:2 million kr.; fuel, 
44-2 million kr.; pig iron, 21:8 million kr., and motor cars 
and machinery, 16-5 million kr.

SWEDEN 


FOREIGN TRADE IN 1937 


According to information received by the Department of 
Overseas Trade the total turnover of Swedish foreign trade 
in 1937 was 4,104-5 million kronor, which is 957-6 million 
kr., or 30-4 per cent. greater than in 1936. The total value 
of imports amounted to 2,111-5 million kr., as compared 
with 1,632-7 million kr, in 1936 and 1,476-3 million kr, in 
1935. This means that Sweden increased her foreign pur- 
chases during 1937 by 29-3 per cent., whereas in 1986 the 
increase over 1935 was just under 10 per cent. 


The total value of exports was 1,993-1 million kr., as 
against 1,514-2 million kr. in 1936 and 1,297-4 million kr. 
in 1935. The exports in 1937 were 32:3 per cent. higher 
than for the previous year, whereas in 1936 the increase 
over 1935 was 16-6 per cent. There was a surplus of im- 
ports of 118-4 million kr., which is the same as im 1936 and 
compares with 178-9 million kr. in 1935. 


According to index figures published by Svenska Handels- 
banken, the average wholesale price for goods imported was 
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103 in 1936 and 122 in 1937, and for goods exported 125 in 
1936 and 167 in 1937 (average for 1913 = 100). Expressed 
in percentages the price increase is 18-6 for imports and 
99:8 for exports over the year under review.

DISTRIBUTION OF TRADE 


In comparison with 1936, imports from the Soviet Union 


decreased from 20:2 to 13:9 million kr., and from Spain, 


from 14:1 to 6-9 million kr. All other major countries in- 
creased their sales to Sweden. The greatest progress was 
made by the United States, followed by the United King- 
dom, Germany, Belgium, Argentina, Denmark and Holland 
in the order named. Imports from Italy rose from 8 to 25 
nillion kr. and exports to that country from 19-6 to 35-2 
million kr. 


Sweden increased her exports to the United Kingdom 
by about 102 million kr., to Germany by 69 million kr, and 
to the United States by 33 million kr., the percentage of 
the total exports taken by the three countries mentioned 
being 23-9, 15-6, and 11-1 respectively. Exports to Denmark 
tose by less than a million kr., whereas to Finland the 
figures are 27 million kr. and to Norway 40 million kr. 
higher than for 1936. 


ANGLO-SWEDISH TRADE 


Swedish imports from the United Kingdom are 82:1 
million kr. (26-1 per cent.) and exports to the United 
Kingdom 102-1 million kr. (27:3 per cent.) higher than in 
1936. In relation to total Swedish imports the United 
Kingdom share fell from 19 per cent. in 1936 to 18-7 per 
cent. in 1937. United Kingdom purchases from Sweden 
dropped from 25 per cent. to 23-9 per cent. of total Swedish 
exports over the same period. The balance of trade in 
favour of Sweden rose from 60-1 million kr. in 1936 to 
80:1 million kr. in 1937. 


Preliminary returns of Sweden’s trade for the past year 
with the whole of the British Empire (including the man- 
dated territories) show that imports totalled 426 million 
kr. (20-2 per cent. of Sweden’s total imports), and exports 
557 million kr. (27-9 per cent. of Sweden’s total exports), 
the balance of trade being 131 million kr. in favour of 
Sweden. j

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TRADE WiTH THE UNITED KINGDOM 
IN 1937 


Imports from the United Kingdom consist more largely 
of semi-finished and finished manufactured products than 
do imports from most foreign countries, states an analysis 
of the ‘“‘ Trade of the United States with the United King- 
dom ’’ for 1937, issued by the United States Department of 
Commerce, Washington. 


Last year 39 per cent., by value, of total imports for 
consumption from the United Kingdom were finished manu- 
factures, 20 per cent. were semi-finished manufactures, and 
20 per cent. were manufactured foodstuffs—chiefly alcoholic 
beverages. Imports of crude materials accounted for only 
19 per cent. of the total value of imports for consumption 
and imports of crude foodstuffs for only 2 per cent. While 
the United Kingdom supplied only 6-6 per cent. of the total 
imports of all commodities in 1937, she supplied 14-2 per 
cent. of the total imports of finished manufactures. 


Merchandise arriving from the United Kingdom in 1937 
was valued at 202,771,000 dollars, an increase of only 2-4 
million dols., or 1 per cent. over 1936. This increase was 
smaller, relatively, than the increase in the imports from 
any other commercially important country with the excep- 
tion of Spain, imports from which declined. As a result, 
the United Kingdom dropped from second to fourth place 
as a supplier of United States imports, being outranked 
by Canada, British Malaya and Japan in the order named. 


Prices of import commodities averaged considerably 
higher in 1937 than in 1936 and the comparatively small 
increase in value therefore reflects an actual decline in 
the quantity of merchandise imported from the United 
Kingdom, 


DowNWARD TREND or Import TRADE 


After the first quarter of the year, the general trend of 
imports from the United Kingdom was downward. In the 
first half of 1937 imports were 23 per cent. larger than in 
the corresponding period of 1936, but in the second half 
the value was 17 per cent. smaller than in the second half 
of 1936. In the final month of 1937 imports from the United 
Kingdom were less than half as large as in December 1936. 
These declines were to a large extent the result of the slow- 
ing down of business activity in the United States. 


Nature oF Imports AND VARIATIONS IN VALUES 


A considerable part of the imports for consumption from 
the United Kingdom—over 25 per cent. by value in 1937— 
were textile manufactures and fibres. Total imports of 
these products in 1937 amounted to 55,384,000 dols., about 
1} million dols. less than in 1936. Principal changes from 
1936 among these products occurred in imports of carpet 
and combing wool, both of which declined sharply in 
quantity and value, and in woollen fabrics, which increased. 
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Imports of vegetable food products and _ beverages 
amounted in value to 41,618,000 dols. in 1937, approxi- 
mately 200,000 dols. more than in 1936. Imports of whisky, 
which are larger in value than the imports of any other 
commodity received from the United Kingdom, were valued 
at 32 million dols., an increase of approximately 5 million 
dols. over 1936. This increase was largely offset, however, 
by declines in the value of imports of cocoa, tea, and several 
other food products and beverages. 

The value of imports of inedible animals and animal pro- 
ducts amounted to 29,146,000 dols. in 1937, a decline of 
about 6 million dols. from 1936. Smaller quantities of most 
kinds of undressed furs, sheep and lamb skins and of 
bristles accounted for practically all of the decline in this 
class of products. 

Non-metallic mineral imports, including such commodities 
as coal, diamonds, china, clay and earthenware, were valued 
at 11,210,000 dols., an increase over 1936 of approximately 
2:2 million dols. Metals and manufactures as a class, of 
which well over half by value was tin and platinum, 
amounted to 18,898,000 dols. in value, a gain over 1936 
imports of 1-4 million dols. 


Export TRADE: THE UniTED Kincpom Marker FoR UNITED 
States Goops 


Total exports, including re-exports, to the United King- 
dom were valued at 534,564,000 dols. in 1937, an increase 
of 94 million dols., or 21 per cent., over 1936. This increase 
was considerably smaller, relatively, than the increase in 
United States exports to the world as a whole. As a result 
the proportion of exports going to the United Kingdom, 
which amounted to 21 per cent. in the period 1921 to 1925, 
19 per cent. in 1935 and 18 per cent, in 1936, dropped to 
16 per cent, in 1937. Nevertheless, the United Kingdom 
continued to be the largest foreign market for United 
States products. 


The importance of the United Kingdom as a market for 
United States merchandise, particularly for agricultural 
products, can be better appreciated by examination of the 
proportions which she received in 1937 of the total exports 
of the several economic classes of commodities. Of the total 
exports of manufactured foodstuffs in 1937 approximately 
34 per cent. was shipped to the United Kingdom. She also 
took 27 per cent. of the total exports of crude materials 
and 21 per cent. of the total exports of crude foodstuffs. 
Slightly less than 16 per cent. of the exports of semi- 
manufactures and 9 per cent. of the total exports of 
finished manufactures were likewise shipped to the United 
Kingdom in 1937. 


Upwarp Course or Export TRADE 


Improvement in exports to the United Kingdom was much 
more pronounced in the latter part of the year than in the 
early months of 1937. Compared with the corresponding 
periods of 1936 exports to the United Kingdom were only 
10 per cent. greater in the first half of 1937, but 30 per 
cent. greater in the second half of the year. 


A considerable part of the increase in exports to the 
United Kingdom in the second half of 1937 resulted from 
increased shipments of unmanufactured cotton, grains, 
timber products, petrol and lubricating oils. 


Cuaracter or Exports anp CHANGES IN VALUE 


The principal export to the United Kingdom, raw cotton, 
was valued at approximately 90 million dols. in 1937, an 
increase over 1936 of about 12 million dols. Increases in 
the value of exports of other textile products such as 
cotton linters, cotton mill waste, unmanufactured hair and 
certain manufactured products raised to 99,630,000 dols. 
the total value of textile fibres and manufactures exported 


to that country in 1937, an increase of 146 million dols. 
over 1936. 


Exports of unmanufactured tobacco, the second largest 
commodity, by value, shipped to the United Kingdom in 
1937 amounted to 87 million dols., a decline of 8 million 
dols. from 1936. The group of inedible vegetable products 
which, in addition to tobacco, includes such products as 
naval stores, dyeing and tanning materials, and cornstarch, 
amounted to 99,249,000 dols. in 1937, a decrease of 6-4 
million dols. from 1936. 


Vegetable food products and beverages exported to the 
United Kingdom in 1937 were valued at 50,629,000 dols., an 
increase over 1936 of 8:1 million dols. Increases of approxi- 
mately 5 miliion dols. in exports of wheat, 1-7 million dols. 
in exports of barley and of nearly 1-4 million dols. in ex- 
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ports of raisins accounted for most of the increase in the 
total value of this group of commodities. 


Exports of edible animal products to the United Kingdom, 
chiefly hams and shoulders, canned pork, lard and canned 
salmon, were valued at 31,285,000 dols., an increase of 
400,000 dols. over 1936. Exports of inedible animal pro. 
ducts, for the most part undressed furs and leather, were 
valued at 15,271,000 dols., a decrease of a million dollars 
from 1936. 


Machinery and vehicles exported to the United Kingdom 
were valued at 72,745,000 dols. in 1937, an increase of 16 
million dols. over 1936. Contributing to this increase was a 
gain of 7:5 million dols. in shipments of metal working 
machinery, exports of which were valued at over 19 million 
dols. in 1937, and substantial increases in many other kinds 
of machinery. Exports of automobiles, including parts and 
accessories, valued at 12-6 million dols. in 1937, were only 
slightly greater in value than in 1936. 


The greatest gain, both absolutely and relatively, occurred 
in exports of metals and manufactures. In 1937 the value 
of the commodities included in this classification amounted 
to 55,209,000 dols., an increase over 1936 of 37 million dols, 
Exports of pig iron, which were negligible in 1936, were 
valued at over 6 million dols. in 1937. Exports of iron and 
steel scrap, valued at 15°6 million dols. in 1937, were about 
12 million dols. greater than in 1936. Refined copper ex- 
ports amounted to 14-3 million dols., an increase of 86 
million dols. over 1936. 


Relatively large gains were also shown in exports of 
certain non-metallic minerals, which as a group were valued 
at 44,762,000 dols., an increase over 1936 of 12-6 million 
dols. Among the commodities in this classification exports 
of petrol and other petroleum motor fuels were valued at 
11:6 million dols. and lubricating oils at 15-5 million dols., 
gains of 3-7 and 3°6 million cols. respectively over 1936. 

Experts of practically all wood and paper products were 
larger in both quantity and value than in 1936. The total 
value of this group of commodities amounted to 28,950,000 
dols. in 1937, an increase of 7 million dols. over 1936.

With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 12 November 1936 (pages 
697-703) full texts are given below of :— 

(1) An Agreement with the Italian Government (with 
an Exchange of Notes) modifying the Clearing 
Agreement of 6 November 1936 (‘‘ Agreement re- 
garding Commercial Exchanges and Payments”); 
and 


(2) A Commercial Agreement with the Italian Govern- 
ment, replacing the Commercial Agreement of 
6 November 1936. 


Both these Agreements were signed in London on 
18 March and will come into force on 28 March 1938. 


(1)—AGREEMENT BETWEEN His Magsrsty’s GOVERNMENT IN THE 
Unitep KINGDOM AND THE ITALIAN GOVERNMENT MODIFYING 
THE AGREEMENT OF NOVEMBER 6, 1936, REGARDING COM- 
MERCIAL EXCHANGES AND PayMENTS. 


London, March 18, 1938 


The Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland and the Royal Italian Government have agreed 
as follows :— 


ARTICLE 1 


The provisions of the Clearing Agreement, signed in Rome on 
the sixth day of November, 1936(') (hereinafter called the Prin- 
cipal Agreement), shall remain in force where they are not 
modified by the present Amending Agreement. 





(*) “‘ Treaty Series No. 3 (1937),’? Cmd. 5346. 
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ARTICLE 2 


(1) As from the date of the coming into force of this Agree- 
ment, the sums deposited in the Lire New Account referred to 
in Article 1 of the Principal Agreement shall be allocated to 
two non-interest bearing Sub-Accounts entitled the ‘‘ Lire Coal 
Sub-Account ’’ and the ‘‘ Lire Sub-Account ‘ D’’’ respectively. 

Lire sums already deposited in the Lire New Account, in 
respect of which advices of payment have not been transmitted 
by the Istituto to the Clearing Office under the provisions of 
Article 12 (4) (a) of the Principal Agreement, which represent 
debts in respect of the price of coal shall be allocated to the Lire 
Coal Sub-Account, and all other lire sums already so deposited 
shall be allocated to the Lire Sub-Account ‘‘ D.”’ 


Lire sums deposited hereafter in respect of any debts due and 
owing on the date of the coming into force of this Agreement 
or falling due after that date from persons in Italy— 


(a) to persons in the United Kingdom in respect of the f.o.b. 
price of United Kingdom coal imported into Italy, or 


(b) to persons in the United Kingdom in respect of the price 
of other United Kingdom goods imported into Italy and 
freights for the carriage of goods other than United 
Kingdom coal between the two countries in British 
ships, or 

(c) to persons in the United Kingdom in respect of payments 
of any kind due in Italy for the reproduction and ex- 
hibition in Italy of United Kingdom films, such pay- 
ments being regarded as part of the price of the said 
films, or 

(d) to persons in the United Kingdom or in Newfoundland in 
respect of the price of Newfoundland codfish and stock- 
fish imported into Italy and in respect of the freights for 
the carriage of such fish in British ships 


shall be allocated— 
(a) to the Lire Coal Sub-Account, or 
(b), (c) and (d) to the Lire Sub-Account ‘‘ D”’ respectively. 


(2) Article 1 (4) of the Principal Agreement shall cease to have 
effect, and the lire hereafter deposited und allocated to the Lire 
Coal Sub-Account and the Lire Sub-Account ‘‘D”’ shall remain 
blocked in favour of the respective creditors in the United King- 
dom until such time as transfer to such creditors is effected 
through the Sterling Coal Sub-Account or the Sterling Sub-

(3) Any balance outstanding in the Sterling New Account on 
the coming into force of this Agreement shall be allocated 
between the Sterling Coal Sub-Account and the Sterling Sub- 
Account ‘‘ D ’’ in the ratio of 46:41. Allowance shall be made 
in determining the balance for any advices of payment and 
cheques outstanding. 


ARTICLE 3 


(1) From the coming into force of the present Agreement no 
further sums shall be received into the Sterling (ex-blocked) 
Account ‘‘ B’’ and the Lire Arrears Account ‘‘ B’’ established 
under the Principal Agreement, and sums standing to the 
credit of these accounts and of the Sterling Arrears Account 
“B” also established under the Principal Agreement shal] be 
dealt with as follows :— 


(a) the sterling balance, if any, standing to the credit of the 
Sterling (ex-blocked) Account ‘‘ B”’ shal] be converted 
into Italian lire at the rate of exchange of lire 64:46 to 
the pound sterling, the lire amount resulting from this 
conversion being credited to the Lire Arrears Account 
oe A ” ; 

(b) the lire balance, if any, standing to the credit of the Lire 
Arrears Account ‘‘B”’ shall be credited to the Lire 
Arrears Account ‘A ’’; 

(c) the sterling balance, if any, standing to the credit of the 
Sterling Arrears Account ‘‘ B”’ shall be credited to the 
Sterling Arrears Account ‘‘ A.’’ 


(2) Any sterling balance as determined under paragraph (3) of 
this Article remaining in the Sterling Arrears Account ‘‘ A” 
after effecting the transfers referred to in paragraph (1) of this 
Article shall be dealt with as follows :— 


(a) £30,000 shall be placed at the free disposal of the Istituto ; 
and 


(b) subject to the retention of a credit balance of £10,000 in 
the Sterling Arrears Account ‘‘ A,’’ the remainder shall 
be distributed between the Sterling Coa] Sub-Account 
and the Sterling Sub-Account ‘‘D’”’ in the ratio of 
46: 41. 


(3) In determining the balance to be distributed, allowance 
shall be made for (a) the amounts of outstanding cheques, (0) 
the sums necessary for the transfer of advices of payment 
already issued by the Istituto in respect of which cheques have 
not yet been drawn, and (c) the sums ay for the transfer 
of advices of payment yet to be issued by the Istituto in respect 
of the lire sums already standing to the credit of the Lire 
Arrears Account ‘‘ A.” On the other hand regard shal] also be 
had to the allocations already made to the Sterling Arrears 
Accounts ‘‘A’’ and ‘‘B,” but not yet credited to those 
Accounts. 
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(4) If, after the coming into force of the present Agreement, 
further lire sums are deposited in respect of debts coming within 
the definitions contained in Article 3 of the Principal Agreement 
these sums shall be credited to the Lire Arrears Account ‘‘ A,” 
and, subject to the provisions of Article 9 of the Principal Agree- 
ment, shall remain blocked in favour of the respective creditors 
in the United Kingdom until such time as the transfer to such 
creditors is effected through the Sterling Arrears Account ‘‘ A.”’ 


(5) The lire sums deposited in respect of debts coming within 
the definitions contained in paragraph (2) (a) of Article 3 of the 
Principal Agreement, and not yet transferred to the respective 
creditors in the United Kingdom, shall be credited to the Lire 
Arrears Account ‘‘ A ’’ and on transfer to such creditors through 
the Sterling Arrears Account ‘‘ A’”’ shall be converted into ster- 
ling at the rate of exchange of lire 64:46 to the pound sterling. 


ARTICLE 4 


The following shall be added to the provisions of paragraph (8) 
of Article 4 of the Principal Agreement :— 

‘“Tn cases where the amount of a lire deposit exceeds 
lire 1,500,000 transfer shall be effected in monthly instal- 
ments not exceeding lire 1,500,000, and each instalment shall 
have the order of priority of the initial instalment.” 


ARTICLE 5 


The provisions of Article 5 and of the second paragraph of 
Article 12 (4) (a) of the Principal Agreement shall remain in 
force; but in respect of lire deposits made with the Istituto by 
debtors in Italy or in the Italian Possessions and Colonies under 
the provisions of the Principal Agreement as amended, the 
Istituto may undertake to secure that payment will be made 
to the respective creditors in the United Kingdom :— 


(a) where the debt is expressed in sterling, of the full sterling 
amount due, or 


(b) where the debt is expressed in a currency other than 
sterling, of the full sterling equivalent of the debt 
calculated at the rates of exchange ruling for such other 
currency and for sterling on the Rome Bourse on the 
day on which the Istituto sends to the Clearing Office 
the advice of payment corresponding to the deposit 
made by the debtor. 


ARTICLE 6 


The provisions of Article 6 of the Principal Agreement shall 
remain in force; but the Istituto may undertake to guarantee 
that the payment to be made to cedllions in respect of sums 
credited to the Sterling General Account for Italian goods 
imported into the United Kingdom shall be :— 


(a) where the debt is expressed in lire, the full lire amount 


due, or 
(6) where the debt is expressed in a currency other than the 
lira, the full lire equivalent of the sum so credited cal- 


culated at the rate of exchange ruling for such other 
currency on the Rome Bourse on the day on which the 
sum was so credited. 


ARTICLE 7 


(1) Paragraph (1) of Article 7 of the Principal Agreement shall 
cease to have effect, and as from the coming into force of this 
Agreement the sums credited to the Sterling General Account 
shall be allocated as follows :— 


(a) 46 per cent. shall be credited to a non-interest bearing 
saccount called the ‘‘ Sterling Coal Sub-Account ’’ and 
shall be utilised for the transfer of sums standing to 
the credit of the Lire Coal Sub-Account. Such sums 
shall be transferred in the chronological order of their 
deposit. 

(b) 41 per cent. shall be credited to a non-interest bearing 
account called the ‘‘ Sterling Sub-Account ‘D’” and 
shall be utilised for the transfer of sums standing to the 
credit of the Lire Sub-Account ‘‘ D.’’ Subject to the 
provisions of Article 8 of the Principal Agreement such 
sums shall be transferred in the chronological order of 
their deposit. 

(c) 65 per cent. shall be credited to a non-interest bearing 
account called the ‘‘ Sterling Arrears Account ‘A’ ” 
and shall be utilised in the first place for the transfer, 
in the chronological order of their deposit with the 
Istituto, of the sums standing to the credit of the Lire 
Arrears Account ‘t A.”’ Subject to the retention of a 
sum of £10,000 available for such transfers, any further 
halances shall be placed at the free disposal of the 
Istituto. 

(d) 65 per cent. shall be credited to a non-interest bearing 
account called the ‘‘ Sterling Arrears Account ‘C’” 
and shall be utilised for the transfer of the sums stand- 
ing to the credit of the Lire Arrears Account ‘ C,” 
Subject to the provisions of Paragraph (3) of Article 4 
of the Principal Agreement as amended by this Agree- 
ment, such sums shall be transferred in the chronological 
order of their deposit. 


(2) Any surplus that may be established in one or more of 
the accounts called the Sterling Coal Sub-Account, Sterling Sub- 
Account ‘‘D” and Sterling Arrears Account ‘“‘C" may, 
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by agreement between the Istituto and the Clearing Office, be 
transferred in whole or in part to any other of the said accounts, 
subject to such provisions, if any, for subsequent re-transfer as 
may be agreed. 


ARr?rIcLe 8 


The Sterling Coal Sub-Account and the Sterling Sub-Account 
‘““D” shall be opened at the Bank of England in the name of 
the Controller of the Anglo-Italian Clearing Office. 


ARTICLE 9 


Paragraphs (3), (4), (5) and (6) of Article 7 of the Principal 
Agreement shall cease to have effect. 


ARTICLE 10 


In Article 8 of the Principal Agreement references to the Lire 
New Account shall be construed as references to the Lire Sub- 
Account ‘* D.”’ 


ARTICLE 11 


In Paragraph (2) of Article 11 of the Principal Agreement, the 
words “ The Sterling Coal Sub-Account and the Sterling Sub- 
Account ‘D’”’ shall be substituted for the words “‘ the Sterling 
New Account.” 


ARTICLE 12 
There shall be added to Article 13 of the Principal Agreement : 


“‘(d) Freights and insurance payable in respect of United 
Kingdom coal imported into Italy.” 


ARTICLE 13 


For the purpose of this Agreement ‘‘ coal”? shall mean coal, 
coke or manufactured fuel of which coal or coke is the chief 
constituent. 


ARTICLE 14 


The following Article shall be substituted for Article 15 of 
the Principal Agreement :— 

“ Article 15 (1). This Agreement shall come into force 
on the 16th November, 1936. It shall remain in force until 
the 31st December, 1938, and after this date it shall con- 
tinue in force, unless denounced. Notice of denunciation 
may be given by either of the two Contracting Governments 
at any time. If such notice is given on or before the

(2) If at the termination of this Agreement there remains 
a balance in favour either of Italy or of the United Kingdom 
in the Sterling Coal Sub-Account and the Sterling Sub- 
Account ‘ D’ taken together or in the Lire Coal Sub-Account 
and the Lire Sub-Account ‘D’ taken together, the im- 
porters of the creditor country shall continue to pay the 
value of their imports into the said Lire Sub-Accounts or 
into the Sterling General Account, for allocation to the said 
Sterling Sub-Accounts, as the case may be, until the balance 
has been transferred." 


ARTICLE 15 


This Agreement constitutes an integral part of the Principal 
Agreement signed in Rome on the 6th day of November, 1936, 
and shall come into force on the 28th March, 1938.

The Government of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Northern Ireland and the Royal Italian Government desir- 
ing, in view of the signature this day of an Agreement (herein- 
after referred to as the ‘‘ Amending Agreement ’’) modifying 
the Clearing Agreement signed on the 6th November, 1936, to 
replace the Commercial Agreement signed on the same date(!)

(1) The Italian Government will authorise the importation

(2) Unless otherwise agreed between the two Governments in 
respect of goods in which the trade is seasonal, annual quotas 
will be allocated, as a rule, to the extent of one-half to each 
half-year. Any part of the quotas which may not be utilised 
by the 30th June will, in the absence of a contrary understand- 
ing between the two Governments, be carried forward to be 
added to the quotas for the next six months for the same 
merchandise or, as may be agreed between the two Govern- 
ments, for other merchandise. 


(3) If during the first six months of any year imports from 
the United Kingdom of any class or category of goods are 
admitted into Italy in excess of the importations provided for 
in the foregoing paragraphs of this Article, the quotas for the 
classes or categories of merchandise concerned will, in the 
absence of a contrary understanding between the two Govern- 
ments, be correspondingly reduced in the next six months. 


(4) Such excess importations shall not, except by agreement 
between the two Governments, be allowed when there is any 
delay in the transfer into sterling of lire deposits in the Lire 
Sub-Account ‘‘D” referred to in Article 2 of the Amending 
Agreement. 


ARTICLE 2. 


(1) The Italian Government will authorise the importation 
into Italy of Newfoundland codfish and stockfish to a value 
(c.i.f.) of 14,500,000 lire per annum, 


(2) The quota prescribed in the preceding paragraph will, as 
a rule, be divided into two half-yearly quotas. Any part of the 
quota which may not be utilised by the 30th June will, in the 
absence of a contrary understanding between the two Govern- 
ments, be carried forward to be added to the quota fixed for 
the next six months.

CUBA—CHILE 


CONVENTION OF COMMERCE 
NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications were 
exchanged at Havana on 13 January 1938 of a Convention 
of Commerce and Navigation between Cuba and Chile which 
was signed on 13 March 1937. The Convention entered into 
force on the exchange of ratifications for a period of one 
year and will continue in force for further periods of one 
year unless previously denounced by either party on six 
months’ notice. 


AND 


The Convention provides, inter alia, for reciprocal un- 
conditional and unlimited most-favoured-nation treatment 
as regards Customs and additional duties and formalities 
for products that have been the object of trade between the 
two countries and the contracting parties undertake not to 
apply quantitive limitation to the importation of such goods, 
nor to impose Customs or similar duties on these goods 
higher than those in force on the date of signature of the 
Convention. 


It is also laid down that the nationals of each contracting 
party shall enjoy most-favoured-nation treatment in the 
territory of the other in respect of their persons, property 
or other goods, and in the exercise of commerce and in- 
dustry, and that the contracting parties undertake to grant 
most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of shipping and 
cargoes, consular fees and export duties, and national and 
most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of internal taxa- 
tion. They will also establish measures to prevent the use of 
false indications of origin and guarantee not to impose pro- 
hibitions or restrictions in respect of the payment for goods 
in trade between the two countries. 


In addition, the Government of Chile undertakes to 
abolish, in so far as imports from Cuba are concerned, the 
50 per cent. surtax on the internal tax on foreign tobacco, 
cigars and cigarettes and to reduce the internal tax on 
Cuban cigarettes or cigarettes made from Cuban tobacco. 


Each contracting party grants to the other reductions in 
the Customs duties on certain goods. Particulars of the re- 
ductions granted by Chile appear in the ‘‘ Customs Regula- 
tions and Tariff Changes ”’ section of this issue, 


SWEDEN—SIAM 


NEW TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications of the 
new Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation 
between Sweden and Siam, which was signed on 5 November 
last, were exchanged at Stockholm on 28 February. The 
Treaty came into force immediately on the exchange of 
ratifications, and will continue in force for an initial period 
of five years, and thereafter subject to denunciation at 
twelve months’ noetice. The Treaty provides for most- 
favoured-nation treatment in matters of commerce, espe- 
cially in regard to Customs duties and import restrictions, 
and for national and most-favoured-nation treatment in 
respect of shipping except for coasting trade and national 
fisheries.

1. Under the Wheat (Quota Payments) No. 2 Order, 1938, 
dated 8 March 1938, made by the Minister of Agriculture 
and Fisheries under the Wheat Act, 1932, a quota payment 
at the rate of 7-2 pence per hundredweight or ls. 6d. per 
sack of 280 lbs. must be made to the Wheat Commission in 
respect of imported flour as defined in Section 20 of the Act 
entered for home consumption or home use as from the 13th 
day of March, 1938. The address of the Wheat Commission 
is 10, Smith Square, London, S.W.1. 


2. Section 6 of the Act provides that no entry of such 
flour for home consumption or home use may be signed by 
an Officer of Customs and Excise except on production and 
surrender to him of a receipt in the prescribed form for the 
amount of quota payments payable in respect of the flour. 


The form of receipt is prescribed by the Bye-laws made by 
the Wheat Commission under the Act, and must be produced 
and surrendered to the proper officer of Customs and Excise 
when an entry for home use or a warrant for delivery for 
home consumption is presented in respect of flour as defined. 


3. Section 6 of the Act also requires that the exporter or 
shipper of any flour intended for exportation or shipment 
as stores shall enter the flour before exportation or ship- 
ment thereof. This requirement applies to flour as defined 
whether home milled or imported.

PROHIBITED IMPORTS 


With reference to the notice under the heading ‘‘ Foreign

LABELLING OF FLEXIBLE ELECTRIC 
INSULATED WIRE 


The following decision was issued by the Commonwealth 
Customs Department on 18 February 1938 :— 


‘* Approval has been given to the acceptance, as reason- 
ably complying with the requirements of Item 14 of the 
Third Schedule to the Customs (Prohibited Imports) Regu- 
lations of flexible electric insulated wire packed in cartons 
and labelled in the following manner: 


‘The coil is placed in the carton and one end is threaded 
through two holes in the side of the carton. A tape, 
which is securely affixed to the end of the coil, is then 
drawn through a vent in the top of the carton and a 
label bearing the required trade description is then 
securely gummed over the vent and the tape, leaving 
the end of the tape protruding. 


‘To remove the wire from the carton the tape is pulled 
and the label broken. The wire may then be drawn 
through the side of the carton.”’

INVoIcE DESCRIPTIONS 


The Collector of Customs and Excise has notified that 
manufacturers or suppliers should fully describe their goods 
in all invoices, so as to obviate as far as possible their 
detention and submission for analysis, etc. 
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The invoices should include, where required, such infor- 
mation as:— 

Percentage of proof spirit, ete. 

Percentage of cotton, wool, etc., in materials. 

Whether conforming to a particular standard laid down 
by Government Notice. 

Whether bottles are medicine flats or of beer or mineral 
water types, etc. 


It is often due to lack of such information on invoices 
that goods have to be detained for examination or analysis, 
ete., and the Commissioner of Customs has advised that it 
is intended after a reasonable lapse of time to insist on 
deposits in all cases where essential] information to permit 
of correct entry is omitted from invoices.

GERMANY 
EXPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger ’’ of 12 March 1938 con- 
tains an Order, dated 11 March 1938, and effective as from 
21 March 1938, which prohibits (except under licence) the 
export from Germany of retort graphite (retort coal) and 
coke-oven graphite (ex Statistical No. 238h). 


IRAN 
EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to previous notices under the above head- 
ing, the Commercial Secretary at Tehran reports that 
exchange resulting from goods, the right of export of which 
has been accorded to private companies, must be sold and 
passed into account B and held at the disposal of the Control 
Commission pending the eventual decision of the Ministry 
of Finance. No certificates (presumably of export and sale 
of exchange for 50 per cent. of the total value of the 
exports) will in the meantime be issued to the exporters 
concerned. 


In respect of Government monopolies such as tobacco, 
opium and red oxide, export and exchange certificates for 
50 per cent. of the exports will be issued to the exporter, 
even though it may be the Government itself or anyone else 
who, with the sanction of the Government, has effected the 
export.

LAW REGARDING THE COMPULSORY 
PURCHASE OF LOCALLY PRODUCED WOOL 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Riga has 
forwarded a translation of an announcement published in 
the ‘‘ Valdibas Vestnesis ’’ of 25 February 1938 and effective 
as from that date, which provides for the compulsory pur- 
chase of locally produced wool by importers of wool and wool 
products, During the year 1938 these importers must pur- 
chase the following quantities of locally produced wool from 
the ‘‘ Adu un Vilnas Centrale,’ in order to enable them to

In the case of insufficient local supplies the ‘“‘ Adu un 
Vilnas Centrale ’’ may issue certificates without selling the 
necessary quantity of wool, and importers will be required 
to pay the difference between the current sale and purchase 
prices. 


NETHERLANDS EAST INDIES 
IMPORT RESTRICTION ON BATH TOWELS 


The Commercial Agent at Batavia has forwarded a trans- 
lation of the ‘‘ Bath Towels Import Ordinance, 1938 ” 
(Staatsblad No. 115, dated 4 March 1938), which provides

“A recent regulation covering the operations of the 
Foreign Trade Zone at Staten Island provides that if appli- 
cation is filed with the Customs before arrival of mer- 
chandise within the port limits, the goods may be transferred 
to the Foreign Trade Zone and there marked with the 
country of origin, without paying 10 per cent. extra duty. 
The merchandise may then be withdrawn and entered for 
consumption. Once the carrying vessel enters the port with 
intent to unload, importation has been completed within 
the tariff meaning and marking requirements are subject to 
Sustoms supervision.” 


IMPORTATION OF SUGAR: QUOTA 
REGULATIONS 


The Board of Trade have received a copy of an Order, 
dated 20 December 1937, made by the Secretary of Agricul- 
ture under the Sugar Act of 1937, fixing the total quantity 
of sugar to be imported into the United States of America 
from foreign countries other than Cuba for the calendar 
year 1938 at 27,121 short tons.

British Standard Specification for Japanese and/or Korean 
Sardine Oil (Pale). (B.S.S, No, 783-1938). 

The British Standards Institution has just issued a new 
British Standard Specification, No. 783-1938, Japanese and/or 
Korean Sardine Oil (Pale). 

This Specification, which provides for sardine oil, is one 
of a series dealing with marine animal and fish oils, other 
standards in course of preparation being those for various 
types of cod liver oil, for whale oil, and for sperm oil. 

This Specification lays down limits for chemical and physi- 
cal properties of a good quality oil, these limits being for 
moisture, dirt (non-fatty impurities), colour, specific gravity 
(density), iodine value, saponification value, acidity and un- 
saponifiable matter. 

Standard methods of test for determining the above pro- 
perties are given in Appendices, these methods having been 
agreed as a result of comparison wiith a number of other 
methods.

British Standard Specification for Electrodes for Metal Arc 
Welding in the Construction of Ships (B.S.S. No. 782-1938). 

The British Standards Institution has just issued the above 
new Specification which covers electrodes suitable for use in 
the construction of ships, 

The requirements are intended primarily to indicate the 
tests with which a particular class of electrode should comply 
before it will be approved by the registration authorities as 
being suitable for use in metal arc welding in the construc- 
tion of ships. It also provides, however, for periodical check 
tests to be made on electrodes that have been approved. 

The Specification calls for tensile and bend tests on butt 
welded joints and tensile tests on two forms of fillet weld 
test pieces. It also lays down tensile, bend and impact tests 
on all-welded metal test pieces. 

The requirements embodied in the Specification are those 
which were originally prepared by the Board of Trade in 
collaboration with the classification societies. In response to 
representations made by the industry these requirements have 
been adopted in this British Standard without modification. 
As a consequence the forms of the test pieces to be used in 
one or two of the tests are not similar to the forms previously 
included in other British Standard Specifications.

British Standard Specifications for Cast-Iron and Riveted Steel 
Boilers (B.S.S. No. 779 and B.S.S. No. 780). 


Two further additions to the series of specifications for 
land boilers which are being prepared by the British Standards 
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Institution have now been published in the form of a specifi- 


cation for cast-iron boilers for central heating and hot-water 


supply (B.S. No. 779-1938) and a specification for riveted 


steel boilers for hot-water central heating and hot-water 


supply (B.S. No. 780-1938). 

The specification for cast-iron boilers is for boilers of over 
5 sq. ft. heating surface, the operating pressure being a 
maximum of 15 |b. per sq. in. in the case of steam boilers 
and 52 lb. per sq. in. in the case of the hot-water boilers. 

Provisions are included relating to the strength and material 
of the boiler and in addition sections have been included in 
regard to the safety or relief valves and other appliances 
required for efficient working. 

The specification for riveted steel boilers covers boilers for 
operation at a working pressure not exceeding 65 lb. per sq. in. 
or a temperature not exceeding 212° F, Provisions relating 
to the material, design and construction have been included 
and, as in the standard for cast-iron boilers, a section has 
been incorporated giving details of relief valves and other 
appliances.

British Standard Specification for Materials for use tn the 
manufacture of Magnesium Oxychloride Flooring Compositions 
(B.S.S, No. 776-1938). 

As a result of enquiries which were made to the Building 
Research Station with regard to difficulties which were being 
experienced with oxychloride flooring compositions a con- 
ference of manufacturers was convened some four years ago 
to consider what steps might be taken to ensure satisfactory 
flooring of this type. 

One of the outcomes of this conference was a request to 
the British Standards Institution for the preparation of 
British Standards to cover the various materials used in mak- 
ing magnesium oxychloride flooring compositions. 

A committee was accordingly set up to carry out this work 
and the issue of the above publication is the result of their 
work. 

This publication includes separate specifications for calcined 
magnesite, magnesium chloride, fillers such as wood, flour, 
sawdust, ground silica, etc., and pigments. 

Owing to the absence of sufficient information, many of the 
requirements relating to the testing of calcined magnesite 
have been left open to be the subject of agreement between 
purchaser and manufacturer. At a subsequent revision it 
is hoped to include appropriate values. 

There are a number of appendices which describe in detail 
the methods by which the various tests have to be made. The 
publication will prove of great value to all those interested in 
this type of flooring and will, it is hoped, materially assist 
the industry in securing a reliable standard.

British Standard Specification for Nickel Silver Sheets and 
Strips. (B.S.S. No, 790-1938.) 


The British Standards Institution has just issued a British 
Standard No. 790-1938 for Nickel Silver Sheets and Strip. 

Although official specifications for various grades of nickel- 
silver alloys have been published in the United States by the 
Government and other ante organisations, this publication of 
the British Standards is the first to be made in Europe. The 
large number and complexity of these alloys in use both in 
this country and on the Continent made the work of selection 
extremely difficult, and it is to the credit of those co-operating 
in the preparation of the present specification that some 
measure of standardisation in this field has been brought 
about. 

The specification, which covers material up to and including 
3 8.W.G. in thickness, provides for seven standard grades of 
Nickel Silvers ranging from 10 per cent. Nickel to 30 per 
cent. Nickel, in four tempers, namely, Annealed (soft), Half- 
hard, Hard, and Extra-hard. 

It is believed that these grades of compositions and quali- 
ties cover by far the majority of the uses of these alloys.

They 
are, respectively, for Wrought Iron Tubes and Tubulars and 
Steel Tubes and Tubulars, of what are commonly known as 
“ gas,”’ ‘* water,’’ and ‘‘ steam’ qualities, 

Whilst primarily drafted to cover screwed and socketed 
tubes, the requirements are, in general, equally applicable to 
plain end tubes. 

Both specifications are comprehensive, and include require- 
ments relating to quality of material and workmanship, test 
pressures, galvanising, tolerances, marking, and packing for 
transport. 

The range of sizes covered is from } in. to 6 in. nominal 
bore and complete tables of dimensions and weights are given 
for both tubes and sockets. The standards also include re- 
quirements and tables of dimensions for “ tubulars,’’ i.e. 
pieces, long-screws and backnuts, bends and springs, and 
barrel nipples.

One is a 
revision of B.S. Specification No. 321 for General Grey Iron 
Castings, Grades A and C. The principal alteration consists 
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in the addition of a small test bar 0-6 inch diameter and of an 
intermediate size between 1-2 inches and 2-2 (now 2-1) inches 
diameter test bars, namely 1-6 inches diameter. Correspond- 
ing changes are made in the cast sections to which these sizes 
of test bars apply. 

The other is a new Specification for High Duty Iron Cast- 
ings, Grades 1, 2 and 3, to meet the demand for improved 
grades of cast iron having a tensile breaking strength greater 
than 12 tons per square inch, Attention is drawn in this 
Specification to the fact that high duty cast iron is usually 
more expensive to produce than ordinary cast iron, particu- 
larly in the higher grades. Moreover, the production of such 
castings often involves special technique. A recommendation 
is therefore made that for large and/or intricate castings, or 
where the castings have to withstand exceptional conditions, 
the grade of iron selected and any heat treatment involved 
should be agreed upon between the manufacturer and pur- 
chaser.

British Standard Specification for Steel Bars and Wire for 
Concrete Reinforcement (B.S.S. No. 785-1938). 


A new British Standard Specification, No. 785-1938, for 
Rolled Steel Bars and Hard Drawn Steel Wire for Concrete 
Reinforcement has been issued by the British Standards Insti- 
tution. Hitherto the requirements for mild steel bars for 
concrete reinforcement have been included in B.S. Specification 
No. 15, Structural Steel for Bridges, etc., and general Building 
Construction, and those for High Tensile Steel Bars in B.S. 
Specification No. 548, High Tensile Structural Steel for 
Bridges, etc., and general Building Construction. For hard 
drawn steel wire for concrete reinforcement reference had to 
be made to a third Specification, No. 165. For convenience of 
users and manufacturers the various qualities of steel used for 
concrete reinforcement both in the form of bars and wire have 
now been incorporated in the present Specification and the 
opportunity has been taken of including steel bars of medium 
tensile strength ranging between 33 and 38 tons per square 
inch. The new Specification accordingly supersedes B.S. Speci- 
fication No. 165, and so far as steel bars for concrete reinforce- 
ment parts of B.S. Specifications Nos. 15 and 548.

British Standard Specification for Methods of Testing Chemi- 
cal Stoneware. (B.S.S. No. 784-1938.) 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued 
British Standard Methods for the Testing of Chemical Stone- 
ware (B.S. No. 784-1938). 

These methods of test, which have been prepared by a 
Committee representative of both manufacturers and pur- 
chasers have been based on the experience of a number of 
years, and have been selected as reliable methods capable of 
giving consistent results when carried out by different 
operators, ‘ 

It is anticipated that the methods will be of value to both 
manufacturers and purchasers by providing uniform methods 
of testing stoneware products to confirm their compliance with 
the requirements of the purchaser’s specification, and also to 
furnish data in the investigation of causes of failure. No 
attempt is made to lay down standards of quality of stone- 
ware. Since, however, the values obtained in testing stone- 
ware are in some instances influenced by the particular pro- 
cedure followed in testing, it has been considered expedient 
to include indications as to the probable values likely to be 
obtained on stoneware of commercial quality when using the 
methods of test recommended. 

The methods relate to the testing of the stoneware itself and 
not to the testing of the glaze, the latter not being regarded 
as of sufficient importance to justify the inclusion of methods 
of test. 

The tests are divided into three sections : mechanical tests, 
physical tests, and chemical tests, and are as follows :—
